The Republican party having scored an Overwhelming victory in the 
United States Presidential clections on a platform of opposition to the 
League of Nations fathered by President Wilson, confident assertions are 
made throughout the big republic that the League is dead. 

Speaking on the night of the election when it became apparent that the 
Republicans had swept the ,country, Senator Boran, of Idaho, a strong op- 
ponent of Re League, declared that he regarded the election “as the 
triumph of nationa'ism and the death of the League of Nations.” Two days 
later, on November 4, in his first speech as President-elect, Senator Harding 
said “the Versailles League of Nations is now deceased.” 

Do these prominent Amcrican politicians really believe that because 
the United States disapproves of the covenant of the League, and refuses to 
bécome a party of it, that, therefore, aH the other. nations of the world will 
abandon the League? 
the League of Nations

Surely not. Some forty naions have already joined 


entered into an offens've and defensive alliance, 


evitable result being that each group sought to outdo the other in the piling 
up of armaments, and the tax-burdened pedple of each were made to bear 
the load upon the specious plea that it was necessary that they should main- 
tain great armies and navies because the others were doing so. 

“The League of Nations was designed tq protect all; to provide a guar- 
antee of peace should any one nation seck to act aggressively and unjustly 
the 
And it is inconceivable that 


against another. There is nothing aggressive about League; it is 
purely defensive—a policeman of the world. 
the nations of the world will “scrap” this institution of mutual protection 
merely because the United States decides to stay out of this common world 
brotherhood. 

Undoubtedly, the covenant of the League is not perfect. How could 
it be expected to be arrived at, as it was, during the heat of aroused war- 
time passions. But no human Icgislation or institution set up by mere 
man is perfect, and certainly not in its initial stages. There was never an 
Act of Parliament or Congress passed that did not later call for amend- 
ment in the light of actual expericnce. The League covenant’ is not like 
the laws of the Medes and Persians, unchangeable. It will be altered and 
improved and strengthened as the ycars pass. But it provides common 
ground upon which a‘l nations and peoples can meet, and through goodwill 
and co-operation it can be,extended and bettered, 

The recent election ‘in the United States may mean that the League is 
dead so far as that country itsclf is concerned, although even that is doubt- 
ful. Taught for oveg one hundred years that they should have no entang- 
ling alliances with, or take part in the quarrcls of European nations, the 
American Government and pcople strove mightily to keep out of the Great 
War. But the world today with its wireless, airships, submarines and so 
many time and distance annihilating devices, is not the world of George 
Washington’s time. No nation can live unto itself alone, and this the 
United States was fina!ly forced to admit by its entry into the war., 

The American people may still desire to keep aloof and free from the 
difficulties. of theeOld World, and decline to accept responsibility for the 
order and good government of the world at large, but they will discover 
sooger or later that such isolation is not possible. Asa great creditor na- 
tion, With Europe owing it many billions of do'lars, the United States is 
deeply concerned in the restoration of peace and order in Europe aad in 
the maintenance of peace there. Removed though it. be by some thou- 
sands of miles of sea from Europe, the Great War disclosed the fact that 
the oceans of the world do not constitute arm impregnalle defence. In the 
days of small and slow-going ocean vessels, the United States could afford 
to ignore war-like preparations in Europe. It can do so no longer. “Fur- 
thermore, as a nation engaged in trade and commerce all over the world, the 
United States, and every interest in that country, is vital'y concerned in the 
establishment and maintenance of stable political conditions everywhere. 

The League of Nations is not dead. Certainly, no party election in the 
United States can kill it. Its form may change with the passage of time, 
but the principles upon which it is founded must live if th’s old world is 
not again to be plunged into the unspeakable horrors of universal warfare 
on an cven more gigantic and destructive scale than prevailed betwee 
August, 1914, and November, 1918. 4

By the direction of the Hon. 
©. R. Mitchell, Minister of 
Health for Alberta, a booklet 
onthe Municipal Hospitals of 
Alberta has just been issued. 


According to the information 
contained in it, there are at 
present eight Municipal Hos- 
pitals in Alberta, built and 
operating, these being Manville 
Vermilion, Drumheller, Card- 
ston, Islay, Bassono, Onoway 
and  Lloydminister, while 
schemes have been ratified for 
the erection of these institu- 
tions at Hanna and Viking. 
These Hospitals Districts com- 
prise an area of 242 townships, 
iucluding six towns and ten 
villages. 


During the present year our 
uew districts have been estab- 


lished, these being Calgary, 
Provost, High River and Pin- 
eher Creek. 


It is tho announced policy of 
Hon. ©. R. Mitehell, the new 
Minister of Health, to proceed 
with this phase of the Health 
Department work in a most ag- 
yressive manner, but on a 
aound financial busis, with the 
idea in view of providing the 
yreatest hospital ser vice to the 
rate payers of Alberta at a 
minimum cost to the districts 
concerned.
